Ardent Supporter of Former Police- 


man In His

About "Municipal Register Fund" 


Lowell, Mass., May 8.—Allegations 


by George C, Dion that Mayor Brown 
had offered payment to him for ser- 
vices rendered during the last mayor- 
alty campaign were the sensation of a 
hearing 
on. charges 
preferred 
by 


Brown 
against 
Chairman 
Steams 


and C. H. Hanson and T. F. Boul- 
ger, the other two members of the 
Lowell police board. 


Dion, who was proprietor of a lunch 


cart and an ardent supporter of Brown 
in his campaign, 
testified that for 


"treating the boys well," according to 
Brown's request, the mayor had of- 
fered him a liquor license, for which, 
however, he had no use, owing to lack 
of capital. 


Dion further alleged that on two oc- 


casions, once before and once after 
election, he heard Brown say that he 
would have to get something against 
the police board in order to get rid of 
them. 


Dion also testified that he received 


help 
from 
the 
mayor's 
so-called 


"municipal register fund," which was 
supported for a time by the proceeds 
from Sunday picture shows licensed by 
the mayor. 
Dion thought at the time 


he received this money that it was 
from the mayor's own pocket. 
The 


municipal register fund has caused 
much controversy, it being claimed 
that tho mayor's action in establish- 
ing it was illegal. 
He has since re- 


fused to place on file at the city hall 
a detailed statement of the receipts 
and disbursements in connection with 
tho fund, claiming that he did not 
wish to expose the names of the poor 
people who were helped by him. 


In order to substantiate Dion's story 


of 
proffered 
rewards 
for 
services 


rendered, two of Dion's letters to the 
mayor and the latter's reply were pro- 
duced. One of the mayor's letters, 
explaining why he had not sent money 
to Dion's wife instead of a grocery 
order, was as follows: 


"The last time your boy called at 


the office for aid I did not have any 
money of my own, and the fund on 
which I had previously given you a 
check for 520 had run out."

I greatly regret that I was unable to attend the National Peace 


Congress at Chicago, and there express my earnest sympathy with the 
object of the assembling of so many distinguished men in the interest 
of world peace. That progress has been made in the matter of peace 
everywhere by international action and by the pressure of the peoples 
of the earth any one who has examined the record must admit. 


H is true that armaments go on increasing In cost, but it Is also 


true that the burdens presented by this competition in armament are 
growing heavier and heavier and the problems for the solution consist- 
ent with their increase becomes more and more difficult. 


The possibilities of war now arising come chiefly from irresponsi- 


bilities of government and in those countries where stability of inter- 
nal control is lacking. The United States has contributed to peace by 
assisting countries weak in respect to their Internal government so as 
to strengthen in them the cause of lav/ and order. This relation oC 
guardian and ward between nations and countries, in my judgment, 
helps along the cause of Internal peace and Indicates progress in civi- 
lization. 


The policy of the United States In avoiding war under all circum- 


stances, except those plainly inconsistent with honor or its highest 
welfare, has been made so clear to the world as hardly to need state- 
ment at my hands, I can only say that, so far as my legitimate influ- 
ence extends while at the head of this government, it will 'always be 
exerted (o tlie full in favor of peace, not only as between this coun- 
try and other countries, but as between our sister nations.

one method of bringing into existence 
the physical machinery for a commun- 
ity recreation and social center in 
which are. combined gymnasium and 
playground features for children and 
older individuals of both sexes. 


The arrangement illustrated and de- 


scribed is intended to meet the needs 
of a community population of from 
li>00 to uOOu. 
This 
population 
may 


comprise a town or village or it may 
be a section of a city. In either case 
ihe plans provide for much more than 
simply a playground in a limited in- 
terpretation of. that term. 
Hat her, a 


community center is provided for, 


plete plaut—a full set of tools. 


A carpeater could build a house with 


a hammer and an axe, but he could 
do It easier, quicker and more eco- 
nomically with a full kit of tools. 


It Is largely a matter of using mod- 


srn, approved methods to accomplish 
up-to-date results. 


A playground—a recredtion center— 


a gymnasium—conducted by a town 
or city should be a factor in the daily 
life of the people in the community in 
which it is located. 


It should be a co-ordinated factor, 


not a new element without visible con- 
nection to other affairs that interest 
the people and their children. 


Therefore a building of some sort 


Is needed. 


The combined building, playground 


and athletic field should become a con- 
necting link between the daily routine 
of the people and the wider aspect of 
personal and community health 
or 


right living. 


The playground 
with 
a 
suitable 


building in which people of a neigh- 
borhood may assemble freely and so- 
cially may be readily an accepted aid 
to civic betterment and social wel- 
fare such as the thinking students are 


nsed for all parts of the entire, build- 
ing, both on account of cost and less- 
ened fire risk. 


The two-story central section might 


cost from 51.50 to ?2 a square foot or 
from 54000 to $10,000, according to 
materials used, cost of labor, etc. 
If well designed it will present an ar- 
tistic appearance and be a desirable 
addition to the architecture of any 
community. 
Each wing would cost 


about half as much as the main build- 
ing. 
The 'entire building, Including 


two-story section and 
both wings, 


would naturally cost less if built at ono 
time. 
A fair estimate of cost accord- 


ing to this arrangement would be from 
$SOOO to ?1S,000. 
This provides for 


brick or concrete walls and flat roofs. 
The perspective shown' here provides 
for a construction of field stone or 
boulders up to the window line, with 
cement concrete for the rest of the 
building walls.

Coop, one of the especially competent 
authorities on playground construc- 
tion in America, and the suggestions 
contained therein may be accepted as 
accurate. The details, of course, are 
adjustable according to local condi- 
tions. 


In reading this article it Is well to 


keep in mind that it is an ideal plan 
that is here presented; a very practi- 
cal ideal, to be sure, and in no sense 
visionary; but nevertheless an ideal 
toward which progress may he made 
slowly in most cities and towns. 
In 


favored communities that have the 
right conditions, this plan might be 
carried out at once and completely 
with great benefit to the people. 


Wealthy citizens and manufacturing 


companies have presented such recre- 
ation centers to communities of mod- 
erate size and the results have satis- 
fied everybody concerned. This is ono 
way to get results. 


Whatever may he local conditions, 


one thing is a certainty; a beginning 
can be made with simply a piece of 
land and some competent person to di- 
rect its use. From that elementary 
start the complete plan can be carried 
out bit by bit as money and inclina- 
tion dicate. 


A Building Is Focal Point. 


This general plan lays emphasis on 


a building as the central feature—the 
focal point of the scheme—although 
the playground and open-air facilities 
are the larger elements and 
in no

secondary. 
The 
building_ Is 


mainly desirable (so far as we arc 
considering the matter now) as a head- 
quarters, as a 
shelter 
in stormy

anxious to secure. 


Such social centers should provide 


• for the natural interests of individuals 


of all ages, entirely minus any un- 
natural forcing of people by strange 


'•• and unwelcome methods 
to

They 
may

| ot" their own approval. 


The foregoing paragraphs are a lit- 


tle away from the details of building 
a playground plant for children, but 
the ideas are worth having in mind. 
It is well to remember that we are 
dealing with 
a 
serious 
matter of 


fundamental importance and not with 
somebody's fad for showing children 
how to secure a good time. 
Having 


started a playground we have on hand 
the instruments for deep and wide- 
spread benefit to all personal elements 
in a community—from creeping babies 
to tottering old folks. 


To return to the playground build- 


ing shown in the illustrations: 


Details of Construction. 


It consists of a two-story structure? 


with basement under the rear; and 
two wings in which may be a swim- 
ming pool, baths and gymnasium. The 
center building is 40x70 feet. 
In the 


basemoiit is the heating apparatus for 
the entire plant. 
On the ground or 


main floor is the entrance or adminis- 
tration room. It controls entrances to 
the entire building including the wings 
and also the playgrounds, the play- 
grounds being located in the rear of 
the building.

It is intended that 
this 
entrance i 


! room should also be a social room or 
1 gathering place for the people of the 
' community. It should have a cheerful 
j,.fireplace, with tables and shelves for 


books and magazines. If local condi- 


other limitations. 
But It should pro- 


vide the three main features shown, 
namely: (1) A playground, Including 
provision for athletics and a gym- 
nasium for girls and women separated 
from the 
rest 
of the 
space 
andl 


screened from public view by shrub- 
bery; (2) an athletic field and open 
air gymnasium for boys and men; and 
(3) an outdoor swimming pool for gen- ' 
eral use. A wading pool, shaded sand 
boxes and track for hoop rolling and 
a grass plat to tumble on are provided 
for the little children. 
A shaded per- 


gola around two sides of the gym- 
nasium building offers a resting place 
for mothers -while their children are 
playing. 


On the other side of the playground, 


suitable apparatus Is provided for tha 
larger boys and grown-ups, with ade- 
quate provision for the necessary ath- 
letics. 
The size of the running track 


will depend upon the available space; 
a convenient size is 220 yards or eight 
laps to the mile. 
The space inside 


the track is available for baseball, 
football and other games, although a 
larger field adjoining the playground 
may be better adapted to this purpose. 


At the sides of the outdoor swim- 


ming pool should be a high fence ot 
wood or concrete against which dress- 
Ing rooms are placed.

wait and equip a playground first.
